resents an increase ofabout 3% per 
cent over 1917, when there were 19,- 
C79 compcnsatoble accidents In Wis- 
consin. ' These figures do not include 
farm accidents, and only a sma!! 
per centage of those on railroads 


During December, however, there 


were only 1,394 accidents reported 
to tho industrial commission. This 
is the lowest figure for any month 
during the past year. 


In August, 1918, a total of 2,222 


accidents were reported, which 
the worst month in the history of 
the commission. 
Since then, how- 


ever, there has been

decrease 


month by month, until now the ac- 
cident figures me.tower than they 
havt been since November, 1917.

smaller streams, into the Kegonsa an 
immense volume of watet. There 
should be an outlet commensurate 
with tho inflow. 
The effluent is the 


continuation of the Yahara on the 
east under 
the St. Paul railway 


bridge. This bridge is but 50 feet 
wide with an average depth of water 
under i: normally of two to three 
feet. The prevailing winds the grcat- 
er part of the year are from the west 
nna southwest, blowing the same and 
sediment to the east, thus backing 
the sand f; - out into the lake to. 
such an extent as to lessen the d«pth 
of water to only three and four feet 
for a distance of half a mile or more. 


"The 
water in the river and on the 


marsh east of and below the lake 
is only u foot lower than the level 
of the water in the lake. This lake 
is infested with millions of carp, a 
"hog 
fish" that roots up .from the 


bottom oi the marshes the soil and' 
roots of grasses loosing 
them ii 


great squares or chunks, tho specifi 
gravity of which is little less than 
that of water. The clogs ob the laws 
of nature .raise partially 
to 
the 


surface, then wend their way ijvto 
the river, filling up tho channel ant 
retarding the flow of water." 


Mr. Colladay maintains that carp 


gorge themselves with the small bar- 
nacles attached to the stones anc 
weeds in the 
lake, and roots pi 


- 'weeds and grasses. The cxcremenl 


of the carp is filled with a filthy mu= 
cus or slime. This often -sinks, re- 
mains for a time, ferments 
anc 


rises to the surface, exposed to the 
hot rays of the sun and, in decaying; 
throws off the foul odor of which so 
much complaint has been made.
